Boston Woman Achieves Success 
By Making New Type Of Necktie 


W ellesley, 
Mass. 
(Al*).—The 
distinction of being the first woman 
president of the Botanical Society 
of America lielongs to Margaret C. 
Ferguson, professor of botany at 
Wellesley college. 
Professor Fer­ 
guson’s election was announced at 
the unnua! meeting of the society. 
She served as vice president of 
the society in 11)22 and is th** only 
woman whose name has ever ap­ 
peared on its ballot. 
Research and the imparting of 
knowledge 
to 
other 
have 
been 
combined in Professor Ferguson’s 
'ictive career. She is the author of 
icientilic papers dealing with prob­ 
lems in plant physiology and com­ 
parative morphology— that branch 
of botany dealing with the form 
and structure of plants. 
Her classical researches on the 
pines, published by the Washington 
academy of science, were cited by 
Prof. Reginald Buller, of the Uni­ 
versity of Manitoba, retiring presi­ 
dent of the Botanical society. 
At 
the time this study was published 
it received honorable mention from 
the association for maintaining tile 
American women's table at the 
zoological station at Naples and for 
promoting scientific research by 
women. 
For 24 years Professor Ferguron 
has been head of the department 
of botany at Wellesley. They have 
been years of tireless study, years 
of careful training 
of 
teachers 
voted throughout the country for 
the excellence of their preparation, 
years devoted to the development 
o f the college’s botany department. 
Only seven per cent of Welle*, 
ley’s enrollment studied botany in 
1905. 
Now 15 per cent of the 
students are enrolled 
in botany 
courses. 
In 
1905 
one 
student 
majored in botany, while in 1929 


tho number had increased 
to 55 
with full election of courses total­ 
ing 350. 
In 
connection 
with 
Professor 
Ferguson’s course In cytology and 
genetics, which is most commonly 
included in the prgoram of a stu­ 
dent specializing in botany, there 
is a : jKcially equipped greenhouse 
where student* are studying 
in­ 
heritance: of color and of doubling 
in the genus petunia. Several acres 
of petunias on the campus are a 
natural laboratory for the study. 
The college’s new botany build­ 
ing 
opened in 
1928 
is 
another 
achievement credited to Professor 
Ferguson. Planned under her direc­ 
tion the building has been pro­ 
nounced by leading scientists the 
most completely equipped 
struc­ 
ture of its kind in the country.
